Labor Fisher Body plants set for Monday, following 
Situation 
Eases 

15,000 men out of work, the industry’s labor 
situation eased considerably Tuesday and little difficulty 


is expected the rest of the year. 


Following evacuation of the Fisher plant in Pontiac 
Monday after a plea by Homer Martin, president of 
United Automobile Workers’ Union, General Motors of- 
ficials announced Tuesday that operations in some de- 
partments of the Fisher plant and the Pontiac Motors 
division, which was forced to close last week due to body 
shortage, will be resumed this week. Both plants are 
expected to be in normal operation by Monday of next 
week, most of the delay being due to Thanksgiving 
holiday this week. 


The wildcat sit-down, which frantic UAW officials tried 
to end through a special meeting of the union’s executive 
board in Detroit Sunday, was finally terminated Monday 
after Martin entered the blockaded Fisher plant to plead 
with the sit-downers. Following his plea that such strikes 
was breaking up the UAW, Martin announced that 
Willard E. Hotchkiss, retired president of Armour Insti- 
tute, Chicago, had been accepted by both GM and UAW 
officials as mediator in the issues leading to the strike. 
Hotchkiss has acted in similar capacities in several rail- 
road strikes. 

The Fisher strike, which began Nov. 15, ended the fol- 
lowing day and then resumed last Wednesday, followed 
the rejection on Nov. 14 by UAW locals of revised con- 
tract provisions worked out by GM and UAW conferees 
over the past five months. As a result the GM-UAW re- 
lations reverted back to the original agreement signed 
last March, thereby repudiating the union’s written pledge 
against unauthorized strikes. William S. Knudsen in a 
statement last week demanded that, before negotiations 
could go on further, the UAW must renew its assurance 
against wildcat sit-downs. Although union officials to date 
have not renewed the pledge, President Martin has as- 
serted that the UAW would do so. 


Meanwhile, workers in the Cadillac plant in Detroit, 
who staged a short sit-down last week, voted this week 
against a strike call. A proposed vote among Oldsmobile 
workers in Lansing was turned down, employes there 
agreeing that they had no grievances warranting a strike. 


A UAW-indorsed sit-down, meantime, was called Monday 
in the Bundy Tubing plant in Detroit, making about 1,000 


employes idle. Demands made by the union include sole 
bargaining rights, wage increases, seniority rights and 


termination of a five-day wildcat sit-down in| abolition of piece work. The Bundy company supplies 
the Pontiac Fisher plant which threw about | fuel and oil lines for several car companies. 


A tense situation in the tire industry was relieved 
Monday with return of 12,000 men to work at Goodyear 
plants in Akron. The three-day strike ended at a mass 
meeting in Akron, at which an eight-point peace plan 
was proposed and accepted. Under terms of the agree- 
ment, there will be no further layoffs of workers “beyond 
the present program.”

Holiday-curtailed production of cars 
and trucks in the United States and 
Week’s Output Canada will be 66,160 units for the 
to 66,160 current week, ending Nov. 27, ac- 
cording to ADN estimates. With 
most plants on a three-day basis this week, because 
of Thanksgiving, the week’s total therefore is consider- 
ably under the revised total of 87,860 for the previous 
week, and compares with 98,800 units in the correspond- 
ing week of last year, when Ford operations were at 
normal. 

The latter company, following considerable delay in 
getting into volume production, this week gave evidence 
that operations are at last nearing normalcy, with indi- 
cations that succeeding weeks’ output would be around 
peak proportions. Ford operations for the current week 
have been bumped up to 10,500 units, compared with a 
revised total of 5,500 for the previous week and around 
24,000 for the same week in 1936. Combined with the 
Lincoln output, the Ford group is expected to turn out 
about 10,730 cars and trucks in four days this week, ac- 
cording to ADN figures. 

With most divisions on a three-day basis this week, 
coupled with Pontiac’s inability to get back into opera- 
tion at its Pontiac plant before next Monday, due to the 
five-day sit-down in a Fisher Body plant, the General 
Motors group total will drop to 29,800 units the current 
week, according to ADN estimates, compared with 41,447 
last week and 41,945 in the same week a year ago. Chev- 
rolet is expected to produce about 20,000 of the total; 
Buick has 3,600 carded, Oldsmobile about 4,500 and Cadil- 
lac-LaSalle 700. 

Also on a three-day schedule this week, Chrysler units 
expect to assemble about 13,980 units during the shortened 
week. This is in contrast with 23,300 jobs turned out a week 
ago and around 18,000 assembled last year in the corre- 
sponding week. Of this week’s total, Plymouth will likely

Ford Showings 

Detroit.— Public showings of 
two distinct lines of Ford V-8 
cylinder cars of 1938 will be made 
next Tuesday, Nov. 30, in Ford 
dealer showrooms in major cities 
throughout the United States, it is 
announced by Ford Motor Co. 
officials. 

Thus far only advance showings 


of the new Ford cars, including 
both a standard line and a deluxe 
line, have been made at principal 
automobile shows. The displays 
next Tuesday are the first to be 
made by dealers. 

Ford production is being stepped 
up. Assembly lines at the Rouge 
plant are now in operation and 
assembly branches are getting 
under way as rapidly as possible, 
it was said. 


Hudson’s Dividend 


Detroit. — First dividend since 
1932 is announced by Hudson 
Motor Car Co., a 25-cent per share 
payment being scheduled for Dec. 
16 to stockholders of record Dec. 
1. The last previous dividend was 
25 cents on Jan. 2, 19382. For the 
first nine months of the year Hud- 
son shows net profit of $258,378 
after all charges except surtax, 
equal to 16 cents a share. This 
compares with $2,013,748 in the 
same period last year. September 
quarter net loss was $805,097, 
against $131,061 in the correspond- 
ing period last year. 


Bottom Seen 

New York.—Bottom of the 
steady decline in steel production 
is seen this week as operations 
drop 5.4 points to 31 per cent of 
capacity, against 36.4 per cent a 
week ago, 52.1 per cent a month 
ago and 74.3 per cent a year ago, 
according to estimates made by 
the American Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute.

get about 6,000 units, Dodge around 4,800, Chrysler 1,680 
| and De Soto about 1,500. 

The independents likewise are affected by the cur- 
tailed work-week and Packard’s 2,000 is expected to lead 
this group. Hudson-Terraplane figures to get around 
1,650; Studebaker 900 cars and trucks; Nash around 1,500; 
Willys about 700; Graham, which intends to operate five 
days by working Friday and Saturday, should produce 
around 325; Hupmobile around 75, and the miscellaneous 
group approximately 4,500, according to ADN figures. 

With only two production days remaining in November 
after the current week, it is believed that the month’s 
total output will be in the neighborhood of 365,000 units, 
or slightly higher if Ford operations are speeded in pro- 
portion to increases effected the current week. This is 
somewhat lower than the 400,000 units anticipated earlier 

in the month, when Ford output was expected to reach 
near-normal proportions sooner than it has. The total 
production in November, 1936, was 405,702 units. While 
some recession is expected in December, due to comple- 
tion of dealer sampling by most companies, the month’ 
total is likely to remain in striking distance of last D 
cember’s mark of 484,000 units.

On the basis of 39 states so far accounted 
for, October passenger car sales are main- 
taining an approximate gain of 15 per cent 
over the same month a year ago, and it’s 
believed ADN’s previous estimate of 
around 190,000 registrations for the month will hold ap- 
proximately true. It is possible that the 10 states still to 
be heard from may even boost the final total above that 
projection. 

At any rate, October’s sales will be well in excess of 
the 171,319 registrations recorded in the same month of 
1936, and the month likewise is expected to become the 
third highest October in the industry’s history, exceeded 
only by the same month in 1928 and 1929. 

A total of 154,836 units have been reported by the 39 
states so far accounted for, compared with 131,412 by the 
same states last year. The total-to-date registrations for 
the year, including only the first six months of Wisconsin 
where a law bans publication of official figures, are 3,- 
034,579 as against 2,792,087 for the same states a year ago. 

~ * * 
With a total of 39 states heard from, it 
appears October truck sales will run 
slightly under last year’s total of 41,220 
units, the final figure for this year esti- 
mated by ADN at close to 40,000. While 
the remaining states may show enough increase to boos 
the month over the 40,000 mark, it’s felt the final total 
will be slightly under a year ago. 

The 39 states so far accounted for report a total of 29, 
863 sales this October, compared with 30,280 in the same 
period a year ago. This represents around 1 per cent 
decrease, which is seen likely for the month’s final figure
